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Detroit Creamery Farms—A Remarkable 


Business Institution 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


is more than a dairy farm—and more than a breed- 
ing establishment. It is a business institution and 
a model of efficient management and operation. These 
farms of over 2,000 acres and herds of over 800 head are 
owned by the Detroit Creamery Company, largest distrib- 
utors of dairy products in the Detroit district. They went 
into the farming business originally to produce the 
quantity and quality of certified milk their city business 
required. Their growth has paralleled the phenomenal 
growth of the City of Detroit during the past decade, and 
with this increase in size has come a similar development 
of their farming and producing operations. The farms at 
present comprise 2,195 acres, beautifully located and 
immensely valuable. The magnitude of their farming 
operations may be indicated by the simple statement that 
this year they have over 1,100 acres in alfalfa. Last year, 
they raised 27,000 bushels of oats. A _ proportionately 
small part of the farms is used for pasture as the milking 
cows are entirely barn-fed, going out for daily exercise in 
paddocks. 
The purpose of this article, however, is not to go into

the subject of their farming operations, but rather to give 
some of the details of herd management and development 
that are working out satisfactorily here and to give a gen- 
eral picture of their Holstein breeding operations. 

The pure bred Holstein section of this herd now num- 
bers 325 head, of which about half are under. milking age. 
After careful study of the different families of the breed, 
the Ormsby-Bess Burke combination was decided upon by 
Mr. J. H. Remick, president of the Detroit Creamery Com- 
pany, and Manager J. E. McWilliams, as being ideally 
suited to their purpose. They were impressed by .the 
strong individuality and type as well as the over-shadow- 
ing production records and particularly the general good 
test of this combination. While a limited start with pure- 
bred Holsteins prior to 1922 had demonstrated their 
superior producing ability in their herd, it was not until 
that year at the Brentwood Sale that a serious effort was 
made to lay the foundations for an outstanding breeding 
herd. At this sale, Mr. Remick fell in love with Cascade 
Pietertje, an outstanding four-year-old daughter of Sir 
Korndyke Ormsby Piebe, which won the championship in 
the Brentwood show just preceding the sale, and her pur-

Among the famous animals that may be mentioned in this 
connection are the famous 1,000-lb. fat repeater, Maggie 
Calamity Hartog, dam of the junior herd sire, at $5,009 
to top the U. S. National last fall; Bell Farm Hattie, who 
topped the Brentwood Sale in 1925 at $4,000, and who was 
a strong attraction with their 1927 show herd; Irene Segis 
Pontiac, famous 1,000-lb. fat producer by a son of Finderne 
Pride Johanna Rue, who would have been one of the 
great show cows of the breed if she had had the oppor- 
tunity in her younger days and whose young son by De- 
Creamco Bess Burke Fobes, is being retained for service; 
also Lady Boon Jewel Fayne, grand champion at Michigan 
in 1926 and at Ohio in 1927, who was purchased in the 
Grand Rapids National Sale in 1925, and Princess Copia 
Walker 2d, one of the tops in the Des Moines National 
Sale. Cascade Pietertje is back in the herd to spend the 
rest of her days, following a few months’ absence after 
the Brentwood Sale of 1926 where she was drafted to take 
the place of one of the head-liners of their consignment 
that had died. The purchaser in that sale was persuaded 
by Mr. Remick to part with her for a substantial increase 
in the sale price in addition to the calf she was carrying 
at that time.

The Herd Sires 


The first Ormsby herd sire selected was Sir Henger- 
veld Pietertje Ormsby, a double grandson of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes out of his famous record breaking 
daughter, Chloe Pietertje Ormsby. A number of the older 
daughters of this bull were purchased along with him and 
have since made records up to over 1,100 lbs. Upon the 
death of Sir Hengerveld Pietertje Ormsby, he was suc- 
ceeded by the present senior herd sire, Ambassador 
Fobes, a son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th out 
of Wisconsin Fobes herself. This bull is thus a full 
brother to Wisconsin Fobes 5th and Fobes 6th, famous 
tops of the Erickson Sale, and also to Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes. There are at present in the herd twenty-seven 
daughters of Ambassador Fobes and many cows in calf to 
him.: They have the quality that would be expected from 
this breeding, and while a large proportion of his daugh- 
ters in this herd are too young to have completed yearly 
records, they include two-year-olds up to over 28 lbs. in 7 
days and his daughters will break into the 1,000-lb. class

Fobes is now eight years of age. He has the size that 
would be expected from his breeding, weighing 2,800 lbs. 
in good condition. His regular breeding weight, however, 
is 2,300 to 2,400 lbs. As a junior herd sire, the same com- 
bination of breeding is carried out in DeCreamco Bess 
Burke Fobes, a son of Marathon Bess Burke out of Wis- 
consin Fobes 5th. This bull is one of the most intensely 
bred sires now living in the Ormsby-Bess Burke-Fobes. 
combination, through the most famous representatives of 
those families. His oldest daughters, of which there are 
now twelve in the herd, will soon be of breeding age.

An All-American Winner 


As a junior sire to mate with the daugh- 
ters of Ambassador Fobes and DeCreamco 
Bess Burke Fobes, the young bull, De- 
Creamco Calamity Posch, was _ selected. 
This story was Originally written last sum- 
mer, before the start of the 1927 show sea- 
son, and concerning DeCreamco Calamity 
Posch we stated at that time: “This young 
pull is going to be heard from through his 
own type and from his breeding ought to 
provide an ideal combination with the heif- 
ers to which he will be bred. He has all of 
the style and character he displayed as a 
seven-months-old calf when purchased for 
$1,900 in the International Breeders’ Sale, 
but he has added the strength, substance 
and masculinity that make him one of the 
strongest contenders for honors in the jun- 
ior yearling class that we have seen since 
Sir Inka May came out at this age in 1924. 
As a matter of fact, he is almost a double 
of Sir Inka May at that age.” This predic- 
tion was abundantly justified when De- 
Creamco Calamity Posch went through the 
1927 show season undefeated for Junior 
Championship honors, winning at the Na- 
tional, Waterloo and Ohio and Michigan 
State fairs, climaxing this showing by his 
selection as All-American Junior yearling 
bull for 1927. As to the breeding of this 
young bull, he is a son of Maggie Calamity 
Hartog, a twice 1,000-lb. fat producer now 
a member of the Detroit Creamery Farms 
herd. Many competent judges have de- 
clared her to be about the greatest cow of 
her size they have ever seen, and she is 
not a small cow. She has never been 
shown but would make the best of them 
step to beat her, being particularly strong 
in udder, middle, top line and general qual- 
ity and finish. As a senior four-year-old, 
she took the Canadian championship for 
both milk and fat with a record of 1,370 
Ibs. butter, 31,194 lbs. milk. This was made 
following a record as a junior three-year- 
old of 916.25 lbs. butter, 23,650 Ibs. milk. 
She has recently completed another record, 
after a poor start due to illness, of 1,297.50 
Ibs. butter, 28,172 lbs. milk. She has a dou- 
ble cross of Posch breeding on her dam’s 
side and on her sire’s side comes of the 
Calamity Snow family, one of the greatest 
ever developed in Canada. The sire of this 
young bull, King Posch Bess Burke, is a 
son of Annie Wayne Princess Posch (1,- 
272.50 lbs. butter at twelve and one-half 
years), she being a three-quarter sister of 
the famous Jemima Johanna of* Riverside, 
foundation cow of another of the greatest 
families ever developed in Canada. The 
sire’s sire is none other than Winterthur 
Bess Ormsby Boast, well known Winter- 
thur Farms herd sire by King of the Orms- 
bys and out of Bess Johanna Ormsby her- 
self, thus bringing in two crosses each of 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2d.

Address by BEN H. WALKER, Before the Wisconsin Dairymen’s Association, 


February 


VERY speech must have a title of some kind, and 
E; when programs are printed these titles are neces- 

sarily short; they are frequently misleading. The 
real purpose of my discussion at this place in your pro- 
gram is to set you to thinking and provoke a discussion 
on the solution of a most important problem in our dairy 
herd improvement work. Briefly and to the point, I want 
to introduce the subject as that of finding out enough 
about the bulls we are using to enable us to use them 
more intelligently. I want to show the need for this, to 
suggest how it may be done, and to summarize the ben- 
efits that we may reasonably expect from the proposed 
project. 

Need for Knowing More About Bulls 

Before one proposes a new project that will cost time 
and money, it is always advisable to inquire into the need 
for such a program. Is there a need for knowing more 
about the sires used in dairy herd improvement associa- 
tion herds? 

It is a simple matter to improve the production of the 
average dairy herd by better feeding and by removing the 
low producing cows. These two practices, we think. to 
a very large extent, are responsible for a good share of 
the increase in production in dairy herd improvement 
association herds. We are frequently reminded that feed- 
ing, weeding, and breeding will work wonders in improv- 
ing a herd, and they will. The weak place in our present 
practice is breeding. We feed and weed our cows, but we 
know too little about the other half of the herd—the dairy 
sire. 

Every time we raise the herd average by dropping out 
a low producing cow we lay a greater responsibility on 
the bull. That is, in the main, what we have been doing, 
increasing the responsibility of the bull without a corre- 
sponding increase in knowledge about his qualifications. 
For this reason, if for no other, there is need for know- 
ing more about the bulls we use in dairy herd improve- 
ment. association herds. 

It is probably true that as one’s herd increases in pro- 
duction he pays more attention to the selection of his 
sires he examines the pedigrees more carefully; and, as 
a rule, pays more money for his sires. We argue that 
selecting dairy sires by the yardstick of type and pedigree 
alone is not enough; there is too much risk, particularly 
when one has advanced the herd average much beyond 
350 lbs. fat. It does not properly safeguard the produc- 
tion of the heifers that are to replace their dams. 

In circular 368 of the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
titled, “Better Cows from Better Sires,” we find that when 
the average production of grade cows in dairy herd im- 
provement associations reaches 349 lbs. fat the average 
sire used in association herds fails to increase the produc- 
tion of his daughters over their dams. When the produc- 
tion of pure bred cows in these associations reaches 394 
lbs. fat, the average sire mated to such cows fails to in- 
crease the production of his daughters over their dams. 
If we include both grade and pure bred cows, the average 


bull fails when the cows to which he is mated reach 384 
Ibs. fat. 


In the same circular we find a comparison of the pro- 
duction of the daughters of 58 pure bred dairy sires used 
in association herds with the production of the dams of 
these daughters. Fortytwo of these sires increased the 
production of their daughters; the remaining 16 sires de- 
creased the production of their daughters. One sire, No. 
58, when mated with cows averaging 9,676 lbs. milk got 
10 daughters that averaged only 4,825 lbs. milk, a de- 
crease of 50.1 per cent in milk and 41.9 per cent in fat. 

Contrast this with sire No. 4 which, when mated to 
cows that averaged 10,390 lbs. milk, got 10 daughters that 
averaged 13,754 lbs. milk, an increase of 32.4 per cent in 
milk and 35.6 per cent in fat. 


In Circular No. 3 of the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, titled “Proved Dairy Sires,” we find a comparison 
of two sires by the production of their daughters. One 
sire, when mated with cows that averaged 489 Ibs. fat, 
got 6 daughters that averaged 675 Ibs. fat;the otker sire, 
mated to cows that averaged 499 Ibs. fat, got 10 daughters 
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that averaged 280 lbs. fat. 
the same breed. 

As further evidence that we need to give attention to 
finding out more about the bulls we use, I need only to 
point out that a cow is seldom the dam of more than half 
a dozen heifers, whereas a dairy bull may be the sire of 
hundreds of daughters; that the offspring of a dairy cow 
play only a part in determining her value, whereas they 
tell the whole story of the true value of a dairy bull. 

Progressive Dairymen Realize Importance of Problem 

We have been using association production records for 
years as a basis for dividing cows into two groups—prof- 
itable and unprofitable ones. This is right and proper and 
is the logical second step in the application of dairy herd 
improvement association work, better feeding being the 
first step. It is only recently, however, that we have be- 
gun to realize the necessity of more attention to the third 
step, that of breeding. It is only recently that we have 
also realized-that production records pave the way for 
finding out the very things we want to know about the 
sires we use. 

For some time progressive dairymen, members of these 
associations, have sensed a real problem in herd improve- 
ment, that of selecting dairy sires good enough to main- 
tain or increase the production of their herds when the 
daughters of such sires replaced the older cows. 

Solution Found in Applying Production Records to Bulls 
as Well as Cows 

The solution of the problem is to be found in meas- 
uring sires by the yardstick of the production of their 
daughters in the same way we have, for years, measured 
cows by the yardstick of their own production. Fortu- 
nately a yardstick is available; the same one we have 
been using to spot the boarder cow with dairy herd im- 
provement association records. 

In the past, as you. know, we have been using these 
records as a guide in our feeding practice, to locate un- 
profitable cows, and as selling arguments when the cow 
buyer comes to our farms. They have also helped to 
arouse our pride in better dairy farming. 

The stumbling block thus far in a further use of these 
records to learn more about bulls has been that no way 
was provided for assembling and properly tabulating the 
necessary data with which to measure and classify the 
true value of dairy sires. The U. S. Bureau of Dairying 
has begun this work, but we are doubtful of a practical 
usefulness of their labor to local conditions. 

County Agent Could Direct Project 

Practically every county in this country where dairy- 
ing is of any significance (except Jefferson County, Wis- 
consin), has a county agricultural agent. A central office 
is maintained with clerical help as a rule. A number of 
counties have breed associations with full time field sec- 
retaries. © 

The speaker knows full well the difficulty the county 
agent has in not dissipating his time; in confining his pro- 
gram to the major problems in his county and in finding 
time to do all that seems to need his attention. With all 
this it seems not out of place to suggest that dairy herd 
improvement association records be assembled under the 
direction of the county agent on a county basis. A num- 
ber of counties in Wisconsin already have enough asso- 
ciations to make this a project on which one, as much 
interested in promoting dairying as is the county agent, 
could well give the neressary attention. 

With the assembling of these records at a central 
place in the county and with the proper tabular analysis 
of the same an agelicy would be created through which 


the good sires could more easily be exchanged than at the 
present time.

More Gcod Bull Pens Needed 
The construction of more and better bull pens and ex- 
ercise yards has a very direct bearing on the solution of 
this problem. A proven sire is necessarily one of mature 
or near mature age. A great many dairymen are adverse 


to buying a mature or aged bull on the theory that they are 
more inclined to be vicious. We are inclined to the opinion

Special State Classes at Fairs 


r ACH state has its own problems and conditions to 
FE; meet with respect to its state fair classifications. 

It is not to be expected and possibly even not to be 
desired that absolute uniformity prevail throughout the 
classifications at the fairs in all states. While it may 
seem a little early to be thinking about the fall fairs, it 
is at this season of the year that fair boards are making 
their plans and deciding upon the premium lists and classi- 
fications for next fall. On that account, discussion of the 
matter is now timely. 

This matter of special classifications at our state fairs, 
open only to cattle from the home state, is receiving a 
great deal of attention from breeders right now. Com- 
paratively few of the important state fairs now maintain 
such classes. The purpose of such a classification, of 
course, is obvious. Smaller breeders in many of the 
large states are staying home from the state fair with 
their cattle because the competition from the larger breed- 
ers of the state and the travelling show herds from out- 
side monopolize the premiums to a point where it is 
difficult for the small breeder to win enough to pay his 
feed bill, regardless of the other expenses of making the 
exhibit. It is important to the development of breeding 
interests within the state to have as large a participation 
as possible of the breeders of that state in show ring ac- 
tivities, and the problem of making classifications fit 
conditions to bring about this condition to the greatest 
possible degree is an important one. 

On the other hand, it must not be overlooked that the 
travelling show herds serve a definite purpose at our large 
state fairs in breed advancement and in bringing greater 
interest and value to our state fair shows than we could 
possibly have without them. Any state pregram which 
might tend to discourage outside participation and make 
it more difficult for breeders to carry out a circuit of 
fairs does not appeal to us as being a move in the right 
direction. 

We would dislike to see state ciasses added at the 
expense of the county herd class. at least in states that 
are organized to push and develop this feature. The out- 
standing success of Wisconsin Holstein shows of recent 
years has been made possible only through the develop- 
ment of the county herd program and our personal ob- 
servation is that the showing of county herds at the state 
fair is one of the most worthwhile activities a county club 
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can take up. The county herd classes have been criticized 
in years past because of the fact that, particularly in the 
newer and less experienced counties, so many animals 
that fail to measure up to acceptable state fair standards 
were included in order to fill out the necessary groups. 
While there has been more or less justification for this 
criticism in the past, we think it is becoming less as time 
goes on and county associations are taking the matter 
up in a more businesslike way. They are finding out by 
experience and observation that there is not much satis- 
faction or desirable advertising from going into the matter 
at the eleventh hour with-cattle that are unfitted and of 
doubtful quality to start with. One experience in show- 
ing this sort of cattle in a good state fair show teaches 
those breeders a lesson that they could perhaps not find 
in any other way, and it has not infrequently happened 
that they have come back in later years with exhibits 
that have been thoroughly creditable and of considerable 
benefit and advertising value. 


The system of county herd prizes, as it has been 
worked out at most of the larger state fair shows, guar- 
antees a minimum amount to every herd showing. This 
they can depend upon for help in defraying the expense 
of making the exhibit. The cattle are shown in the in- 
dividual open classes in the names of their owners, and 
we are inclined to believe that more cattle from the home 
state are on exhibition and a considerably larger num- 
ber of breeders are represented through this system than 
would be possible if the cooperative showing was not 
fostered and the only special encouragement to the home 
state breeder was in the form of a classification in which 
they alone could compete, but without any assurance 
that their winnings would be of substantial amount. 

It appears, however, that the states which are now 
maintaining special classes for the home state breeder 
are in general much in favor of that idea. We recently 
sent out a questionnaire to the fair management and rep- 
resentative breeders in the states that have been main- 
taining such a classification. Responses show that Iowa 
and Indiana are thoroughly satisfied with the arrange- 
ment and feel that the special classes help to get out a 
larger and better exhibit from the breeders of the home 
state. There are no county herd classes at either of these 
fairs. In Illinois, both the State Fair and the Central 
States Exposition have special state classifications. The 
state fair discontinued county herd classes several years 
ago, but the county herds are still an important feature 
at Central States. The fair managements in both cases 
report very favorably on the results they see from the 
state classifications, although the Holstein breeders asso- 
ciation of the state has gone on record as opposed to it 
from the fact that the larger breeders of Illinois have 
been winning quite a proportion of the open money and 
merely duplicate the awards in the special state classes. 


In Minnesota, they discontinued the special Minne- 
sota classes in 1927 and placed more emphasis on the 
county herds, increasing the prize money in the open 
classifications. According to the records the 1927 Hol- 
stein show at the Minnesota State Fair was the best in 
their entire history. However, there was some objection 
on the part of breeders of that state to the elimination 
of the Minnesota classes and the Minnesota State Asso- 
ciation went on record at its recent meeting as favoring 
the reinstatement of the Minnesota classes. Some of 
the closest observers of the show ring in the state, how- 
ever. believe that these special classes should not be put 
back in the premium list. 


Our conclusion, after a study of the whole question, 
is that no general rule can be laid down as to the rela- 
tive merits of the “state class” and “county herd” ideas. 
If there are good strong county organizations in the state, 
the county herd plan is of demonstrated value both from 
the standpoint of the show and of development of interest 
in the county club work. If the local organizations are 
not numerous or active, the state class idea might prove 
to be of more benefit. The showing of outside herds 
should be encouraged and the plan or combination of 
plans used to foster the best possible show of cattle from 
the home state should be shaped to fit the state of de- 
velopment of the breed and the breed organizations within 
the state. Local and state breed organizations and state 
fair boards might well cooperate in working out the 


program and classifications best suited for the needs of 
their particular state. 








Improved Business

“The Holstein outlook is very bright here in Kansas 
There is always a ready market for Holsteins of merit.”

Secretary Seaverns adds a little comment of his own 
in connection with this one: 


“The following, copied from a letter of February 10, 1928, 
from Lester Wheeler, South Royalton, Vermont, contains in- 
formation which I am glad to say seems to be getting quite 
common in these days of improvement: 


“ ‘Por several years we couldn’t seem to get buy- 
ers interested in the papers, and we thought we would 
never bother to get any more registered; then times 
changed and the registered cow came back into her own.’ ” 


It will be noted that the foregoing extracts are from 
breeders located in such widely diverse sections, as 
Kansas, South Dakota, Illinois, Michigan and Vermont; 
also that they were all received during the last three 
weeks of February and are merely representative of many 
such letters coming to the Secretary’s office in the course 
of regular business. It is very pleasing to be able to 
record that since the turn of the new year every activity 
of the Secretary’s office has shown a substantial increase 
over. corresponding periods of the past few years 
preceding.

MONTGOMERY COUNTY CLUB HOLDS FIRST 
ANNUAL MEETING 

The first annual meeting of the Montgomery County, 
Pennsylvania, Holstein Club was held late in February at 
the Trappe Grange Hall. The meeting was well attended 
and a program of projects for the year was presented by 
the Executive Board for discussion by the members. The 
club went on record to assist in organizing Holstein Calf 
Clubs, to promote cow testing association work, place- 
ment of pure bred sires, assemble a county show herd for 
a fair circuit and to cooperate in the milk exhibit held 
at the Farm Products Show.

Speakers at this meeting included Allen N. Crissey, east- 
ern fieldman for the Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, who spoke on the merits of the Holstein breed and 
touched on Calf Club work and the new Herd Improve- 
ment Test; J. R. Danks, manager of Winterthur Farms, 
Winterthur, Delaware, who gave his experiences in man- 
aging a large herd of Holsteins, and Charles Longacre, 
who urged the members to make every effort to bring 
the 1929 National Convention of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America to Philadelphia.

There’s a lot of responsibility con- 
nected with spring, however, so let’s 
hesitate right here just a minute and 
make a survey. Did the cows pro- 
duce as well last year as they could 
have produced? In most cases, we 
are sure that the answer would be 
“no.” Why? Well, these are the 
usual answers: Pasture was “short” 
last year, alfalfa hay was all gone be- 
fore the middle of the winter, we 
were a little short of grain and we 
did not get the silo more than half 
full. 


Is it not a fact that we often just 
go about our work without much idea 
of where we are going to land. Do 
we realize that the cows in North Da- 
kota, as a general rule, pick over one- 
third of all their living from pas- 
tures and that this is the cheapest 
means of producing butterfat and 
preparing them for good winter pro 
duction? They are often forced to 
tramp many miles each day over a 
“short” pasture in the bleaching sun, 
trying to find enough grass to provide 
an existence. Under such conditions, 
there is nothing left from which to 
make milk. We know the remedy. 
For North Dakota is exceedingly well 
adapted to various grasses which 
make excellent pasture. Sow down a 
piece to sweet clover or something 
else and give the cows a chance to 
live well and make money for you. 

It is not necessary to mention the 
value of alfalfa hay for milk produc- 


market for grains such as oats and 
barley. 

Let’s recognize the responsibilities 
of spring and planting time so that 
we may be more prosperous and the 
cows be more contented during the 
coming seasons.

PRICES OF PURE BRED HOGS, 1927 


Prices of pure bred hogs, including 
five of the leading breeds, in 1927 
were steady to slightly higher than in 
1926, according to reports from indi- 
vidual breeders to the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Of the 35,437 pure bred hogs re- 
ported sold, 738 were Berkshire, 4,141 
Chester White, 12,496 Duroc Jersey, 
3,297 Hampshire and 14,765 Poland 
China. 

Combining the auction and private 
sale prices of the five breeds, the re- 
sults by ages are as follows: Of the 
4,871 pigs under four months of age, 
65% sold at a range of prices be- 
tween $10 and $25, 21% brought less 
than $10 per head and 14% brought 
$25 or more. The 10,869 pigs four 
months and under eight months of 
age sold at somewhat higher prices. 
Seventy-three per cent or _ 7,908 
brought between $25 and $50, 14% 


and $75, 17% sold under $35 and 8% 
sold above $75. Seventy per cent of 
the gilts not bred brought between 
$25 and $50, while 58% of the bred 
sows and about 37% of the sows not 
bred brought prices between $50 and 
$100. Thirty-two per cent of the bred 
sows and 21% of sows not bred sold 
between $35 and $50. 

This report shows that 87%% of 
the pure bred hogs sold in 1927 were 
sold in the Corn Belt or North Cen- 
tral States, 10% in the Southern 
States and 214% in the Mountain and 
Pacific and in the North Atlantic sec- 
tions.

Her own dam is South 
Side Inka De Kol 2d, great prize win- 
ning 980-lb. cow. Both the dam and 
sire’s dam are daughters of South 
Side Inka De Kol, the foundation cow 
of the Minnesota Holstein Co. herd. 
According to announcement made at 
the sale, she is heavy in calf by Sir 
Bess Ormsby May, the youngest son 
of May Walker Ollie Homestead, now 
in service at Osborndale Farm, Derby, 
Conn.

produced over 600 lbs. fat in this 
division and classification. 

Michigan Cow Makes 38 Lbs.

milk containing 976.21 lbs. fat in 365 
days. Next, freshening at 3-10-14, this 
great heifer broke the senior three- 
year class records in both the seven 
and thirty-day divisions by producing 
627.3 lbs. milk containing 34,586 Ibs. 
fat in seven days and 2,732.3 lbs. milk 
containing 127.65 lbs. fat in thirty 
days; while at her next freshening as 
a senior four-year-old, she has again 
exceeded 32 lbs. fat as mentioned 
above. The verification covering this 
last test has been most thorough, hav- 
ing been continued during the full 
seven days, with the cow under con- 
stant watch at all times. In addition, 
Mr. J. C. Knott, Superintendent of 
Official Testing for the state of Wash: 
ington, personally supervised the con- 
duct of the test for four days of the 
seven-day period, and conducted a 
special 48-hour verification test in 
conjunction with the two regular 
supervisors. Computed on the 80% 
basis, the equivalent butter claimed 
for Carnation Walker Hazelwood 
amounts to 43.328 lbs. in seven days. 
This is the first record above 32 lbs.

THE FIRST PRIZE ESSAY 
Written by Miss Mary Hepola, Men-

“What | Learned Through Calf Club 
Work in 1927” 

I am one of the 4-H Club members 
in Minnesota. I belong to the “Pine- 
lands Dairy Calf Club” which is our 
local 4-H Club. 1927 was my first 
year in Club work and I certainly 
appreciate telling other boys and 
girls what I learned through my Club 
work. 

Looking backward to the beginning 
of my dairy Calf Club career, I can 
see the many wonderful accomplish- 
ments I have made in my Club work. 

The first and perhaps the greatest 
lesson I learned through Club work 
was to learn to work with others, or, 
in other words, to learn to cooperate. 
Without cooperation no_ business 
could be a success. The business men 
of our town, through cooperation with 
our parents made it possible for us 
boys and girls to secure our calves. 

When I got my calf I realized the 
great responsibility and wonderful 
opportunity of service by doing my 
work so well that some other boy or 
girl might learn from it. 

At our second Club meeting we dis- 
cussed the care and management of 
the dairy calf. I learned that alfalfa 
and clover are the best hays for the 
calf, that equal parts by weight of 
corn, barley and oats with a small 
amount of oilmeal is a very good ra- 
tion to keep the calf in good shape 
and growing, that the calf likes to 
have salt and plenty of good, clear 
water before her at all times. I 
found that a calf likes sanitary meth- 


ods just as well as we do. She likes 
to be groomed, to have her stall 
cleaned out daily, to have her pail 
and eating utensils washed and 
scoured, to have plenty of sunshine 
and fresh air in the barn to insure 
her health. She does not like to go 
unblanketed into the pasture where 
the hot sun beats upon her and 
tends to make her coat rough. The 
blanket keeps the flies away and for 
this reason too a calf appreciates a 
blanket for she hates flies as much 
as we dislike mosquitoes. 

My calf liked to be led around and 
I was just as eager to lead her as she 
was to be led. She didn’t like posing 
at first but I found that patient and 
persistent practice taught her this 
lesson. While thus teaching my calf 
I learned that if you win her confi- 
dence she will do almost anything 
that is fair to require of her. Every- 
thing I do for my calf seems to put 
me on more friendly terms with her. 


Through Club work, farm life is 
made more interesting and the boys 
and girls stay on the farm. Club 
work occupies our spare time and en- 
gages our minds, our hearts and our 
hands in such a way as to make us 
better men and women; builds up a 
greater community spirit; and aids 
us to be like Christ, who had wisdom, 
courage and favor with both God and 
man. 

Thus you may see that Club work 
has taught me to be broader minded, 
to work with others and to know that 
only through honest, hard work can I 
ever hope to attain greater ends.

When the Stenzel herd was dis- 
persed last fall in California, about 
the heaviest buyer was Los Angeles 
County Home, Hondo, California. The 
purchases of this establishment in- 
cluded the senior herd sire, King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 39th and the 
two heifers which are the subjects 
of this story. Both heifers were well 
along on year test at the time of the 
sale and the records have since been 
completed and officially confirmed by 
the Advanced Registry office. 


Anna Fayne Piebe 1115361 as a sen- 
ior two-year-old, produced in 336 days 
24,301.7 lbs. milk containing 837.22 lbs. 
fat or 1,046.52 lbs. butter. Shortly 
after she freshened again, qualifying 
her 305-day production of 992.9 Ibs. 
butter from 23,208.3 lbs. milk, carry- 
ing calf 207 days. These are World’s 
Records for butter and for milk. She 
displaces as World’s Champion senior 
two-year-old in the 305-day division 
Pietje Butter Girl of Berks with 761.97 
lbs. fat or 942.46 lbs. butter, bred and 
developed by A. S. Deysher, Reading, 
Pa. She displaces as milk champion 
for this age and division another Cali- 
fornia heifer, Miss Aaggie Ormsby 
Segis with 22,084.2 lbs. developed by 
Fred Hartsook, Lankershim, Calif. 


In addition to her World’s Record in 
the 305-day division, Anna Fayne 
Piebe is also champion of her class in 
the 30-day division, with a production 
of 149.24 lbs. butter. Her milk record 
of 2,923.8 lbs. in thirty days is also 
a California State Record as are her 
seven-day records for butter and for 
milk, which are 35.65 lbs. butter and 
727 lbs. milk. She is a daughter of 
King Piebe, the sensational son of 
K. P. O. P. from Rose De Kol Wayne 
Butter Boy, breed champion for first 
five lactations and the only 1,200-lb. 
cow to have either two 1,200-lb.

The other heifer referred to is 
Miss Oakdale Ormsby Fayne 1005767, 
who has finished her year as a 
junior two-year-old with 22,934.5 lbs.

California State Champion junior two- 
year-old for butter, displacing Miss 
Aaggie Acme Burke with 1,034.66 Ibs., 
bred and developed by A. W. Morris 
& Sons Corp., Woodland, Calif. Her 
record now ranks seventh for the 
breed. 


Miss Oakdale Ormsby Fayne is the 
first daughter of her sire to be 
tested. He is K. P. O. P. 39th, re- 
ferred to above as being purchased by 
Los Angeles County Farm and is a 
son of K. P. O. P. from the grand old 
foundation cow, Lady Mutual Friend, 
with 41 lbs. in seven days and 1,281 
Ibs. in a year. She is the progenitor 
of some of the leading producers and 
prize winners in the Hargrove & 
Arnold herd. Her five A. R. O. 
daughters include two with 32 and 
34 Ibs. and three others above 25 lbs. 
Her five S. O. daughters include a 
948-lb. junior two-year-old and an 
1.101-lb cow, the latter being dam ot 
the All-American heifer, Miss Papoose 
Piebe, and dam also of the 1,100-lb. 
three-year-old, Pietertje Papoose 
Piebe, who in turn is dam of the 
twice All-American heifer, Triune 
Papoose Piebe. Another daughter of 
the old foundation cow is Sunny Lady, 
a 32-lb. cow with an 883-lb. year rec- 
ord and who is just completing what 
is likely to be a World’s Record for 
a 15-year-old cow. Sunny Lady is 
dam of Sunny Lady 3d (1,202 Ilbs.), 
who was a member of one of the 
All-American K. P. O. P. Gets.

One of the successful dairy farmers 
of New Jersey is Mr. Frank Castner 
of Stewartsville, Warren County. He 
is the owner of the pure bred Holstein 
cow, Fairholm that has been the 
champion milk producer for the past 
two years in the New Jersey Herd 
Improvement Association. 

Convinced of the value of good 
blood, Mr. Castner attended a sale of 
pure bred Holsteins at Belvidere in 
1919 and purchased a_ two-year-old 
Princess Abbekerk Inka Schmiling for 
$410 and Princess Zeldieka Henger- 
veld 2nd, a 7-months-old calf for 
$230. 


A Cow Testing Association was 
organized in the Stewartsville com- 
munity in the fall of 1919 and in the 
following 11 months the $410 pure 
bred produced 13,483 lbs. of milk and 
490 lbs. of butterfat and gave her 
owner two. great daughters—one, 
Princess Valdessa Fayne Pontiac that 
was the best cow in the herd one 
year when she yielded 14,500 lbs. of 
milk, and the other, Fairholm that has 
for the past two years won highest 
place in milk production in the test- 
ing associations of the state by pro- 
ducing 27,000 lbs. in 1926 and 24,000 
Ibs. in 1927.

She was milked four-times daily the 
first two or three months of these 
lactations then three-times daily for 
most of the remainder of the year. 
This cow should have been put on 
official test. Up to the present, she 
has produced approximately 100,009 
lbs. of milk in five lactations. The 
other heifer for which he paid $239 
and best known as “White Princess” 
has produced 86,000 Ibs. of milk in 
6 lactations. In the sale of milk alone 
these two great cows have yielded a 
total income of more than $4,500 and 
of this amount about $2,500 is clear 
above feed cost. In addition, the off- 
spring can be conservatively inven- 
toried at $1,500. 

Both of these cows afford a lesson 
in breeding. Fairholm’s sire traces 
to Hengerveld De Kol in the top part 
of his pedigree and to Pontiac Korn- 
dyke and Hengerveld De Kol in the 
bottom part. There is not a break in 
his 3-generation pedigree, each female 
ancestor having a good official record. 
Her dam was sired by one of the best 
grandsons of Tidy Abbekerk Prince. 
Her maternal granddam was related 
to the great old time sire Netherland 
Prince, and to Riverside Sadie De 
Kol Burke that held the _ world’s 
record for a while by producing 54,- 
808 lbs. of milk in two consecutive 
years. “White Princess” is a paternal 
granddaughter of Korndyke Butter 
Boy and her dam a great granddaugh- 
ter of Pontiac Korndyke. Both Fair- 
holm and White Princess have 7-day 
official records, the former making 20 
lbs. of butter as a junior two-year-old 
and the latter 26 lbs. of butter as a 
3-year-old. In the herd there are now 
20 milking cows and 25 heifers—all 
pure breds. In 1920 when all but one 
or two of the cows were grades the 
herd average in the testing associa- 
tion was 7,913 lbs. of milk and 260 lbs. 
of butterfat. In 1926 with 17 pure 
breds and 2 grades the herd average 
was 10,131 lbs. of milk and 341 lbs. of 
fat. When asked to account for this 
increase, Mr. Castner replied, “Both 
good feeding and good breeding are 
fundamental but breeding seems to be 
the limiting factor after a certain pro- 
duction is reached. If feeding is 
everything then I would have big 
records on every one of my cows. I 
could then make every cow produce 
24,000 lbs. of milk in a year. But 
such is not possible. You can’t 
squeeze blood out of a turnip.” 


The first pure bred herd sire was 
bought 10 years ago from E. C. Brill 
one of the pioneer Holstein breeders 
of the country. This bull was a 
grandson of King Segis Champion and 
accomplished much in both produc- 
tion and type. The next sire accord- 
ing to Mr. Castner worked him a 
great injury insofar as the type of 
his herd was concerned; neither did 
he do anything toward better produc- 
tion. Now if Mr. Castner could have 
followed his first bull with a proven 
sire he would have been saved much 
both in chagrin and dollars. He says 
that he wants “respectable looking 
cows” and does not wish to become 
fanatical either on type or production 
but hopes to combine both in good 
degree.

bull calf for breeding purposes. These 
past 11 years of intensive dairying 
have also brought some. reverses. 
Four head of beautiful heifers worth 
$1,000 died from clover bloat, two 
young calves were struck by lightning, 
the splendid cow, Princessa Valdessa 
Fayne Pontiac, a maternal half sister 
of Fairholm and the herd’s best pro- 
ducer for one year, died from being 
foundered, and six head reacted to 
the tuberculin test. When the herd 


was put under state and federal super- 


vision only one animal reacted. Never 
yet has a reactor been born on the 
farm. 

What are the lessons to be gotten 
from this brief outline of Mr. Cast- 
ner’s work? First of all a man must 
be intensely interested in his busi- 
ness. He must have a goal in mind 
from the very start. Increasing a 
herd average from 7,900 Ibs. to 10,- 
131 lbs. in 7 years is no small ac- 
complishment. Culling, feeding, 
breeding and other factors played 
a part but breeding has_ prob- 
ably been uppermost in the own- 
er’s mind. Home raising from a 
few foundation animals seems to be 
a good general practice from the 
standpoint of health and production. 
Fairholm’s first son, used as a herd 
sire for two years was not butchered 
but is now in use in a state institu- 
tion herd. He may later be brought 
back for further service at the Cast- 
ner farm. This will be the surest and 
quickest way to multiply the produc- 
ing powers of one or more great 
animals down through the generations 
that are to come.

GEORGE RICE HOLDS RETIRING SALE 


George Rice, Stonewall, Manitoba, one of the well known breeders of Can- 
ada and an honorary director of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada, 
held a retiring sale and disposed of his entire herd of pure bred Holsteins on 
March 8 at public auction. This herd was originally started to produce high 
grade milk for the City of Stonewall and its sale afforded breeders of that 
district an unusual opportunity to secure some splendidly bred and producing 
animals. Thirty-five animals were sold for $6,320 or an average of $180 and 
while this was a conservative valuation it was considered a very satisfactory 
figure for Manitoba. There were twenty females in milk and thirteen of this 
number had R. O. P. records and averaged $200, six were from dams with 
1ecords and averaged $195 and but one was untested herself and from an un- 
tested dam. Eleven yearlings and calves from dams with R. O. P. records 
made the very good average of $142, and five young bulls from R. O. P. dams 
averaged just under $160. The prices in the sale ranged from $60 for a bull 
calf up to $400 for the herd sire, Pioneer Sir Gift Ormsby. This bull, a Class 
XX Advanced Registry bull, is by a son of Pride of the Ormsbys and out of 
Pioneer Gift Toitilla, who has 1,030 lbs. butter in a year as a four-year-old. 
He goes into the neighboring herd of R. Oughton, Stonewall. The top price 
for females was $310 paid for Calamity Jane Ladoga by D. Pritchard, of 
Roland, Manitoba. This seven-year-old has a very creditable record as a two- 
year-old and is now going strong on test, and has also been a successful prize 
winner at local fairs. Several others sold for $200 and up. 

The weather was somewhat unfavorable on the day of the sale with a 
heavy fall cf snow but despite this fact a very large crowd was in attendance. 
The many friends of Mr. Rice will regret his retirement from the ranks of 
active breeders. Mr. Rice has rented his farm to Alexander Johnson of Bal- 
moral, and the farm will undoubtedly continue a Holstein breeding center.

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TRADE IN PURE BRED DAIRY 
CATTLE NEEDS STANDARD- 
IZATION 


Much dissatisfaction often results 
from the ordinary transaction in 
the purchase and sale of pure 
pred dairy cattle. Even when the 
highest ethical standards of dealing 
are maintained frequent misunder- 
standings occur as to the guarantee 


made by the seller and the risks: 


taken by the purchaser. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that there is need for 
some standard rules to govern such 
transactions. 

Since pure bred cattle usually are 
sold for breeding purposes at a much 
higher price than their actual dairy 
yalue it is natural to suppose that 
the seller would guarantee such ani- 
mals to be breeders and if mature 
and bred, guarantee them to be with 
calf. In many instances where such 
guarantees have been made and 
where there was no definite under- 
standing as to the terms “bred” or 
the time covered by the guarantee, 
difficulty has followed in making sat- 
isfactory adjustments. 

The following instance illustrates 
the need of a better understanding 
of terms used in guarantees. A cer- 
tain breeder sold some pure bred 
heifers that were open but of breed- 
ing age under a guarantee that the 
heifers would breed. Nothing was 
heard from the buyer until two years 
and six months after the sale was 
made, when a complaint was regis- 
tered that the heifers would not breed 
and the buyer demanded the return 
of the entire purchase price. At first 
thought this would seem like an un- 
reasonable demand. The buyer, how- 
ever, was a beginner in the pure bred 
cattle business. He claimed that the 
effort to breed the heifers had been 
continued throughout this two and a 
half years’ period, and did not under- 
stand that there was a time limit to 
the guarantee. The misunderstand- 
ing and loss of good will came about 
from a lack of a definite statement 
regarding the terms of guarantee. 

Lack of Understanding 

In another instance a breeder sold 
a pure bred cow that had recently 
been bred. The cow was not guar- 
anteed to be with calf, but was sold 
to be a_ breeder. After several 
months or about the time the cow 
should have been due to freshen the 
buyer made the complaint that the 
cow was not in calf and claimed she 
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has not shown any signs of oestrum 
during the several months he had 
owned her. The breeder took the 
cow back and gave the buyer another 
cow of equal value. In a few days 
after the cow was returned as a non- 
breeder she was_ successfully 
and later calved normally. This ad- 
justment was manifestly unfair to the 
breeder. It would seem that the man 
who bought this cow should have de- 
termined that she was not with calf 
long before he did, and so informed 
the previous owner. A more equita- 
ble adjustment could have been made, 
however, if there had been a better 
understanding when the transaction 
was made. 

There is no uniformity in the atti- 
tude of breeders towards customers. 
Some breeders will guarantee all 
pure bred animals they sell as breed- 
ers while others will take this re- 
sponsibility only for animals of breed- 
ing age. There are still others who 
expect the buyer to take all the risks. 

Transfer Papers 

Although the registration and trans- 
fer of animals sold is the breeder’s 
responsibility and should be looked 


bred , 
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after promptly it is surprising how 
frequently this matter is neglected. 
In some instances when no mention 
is made at the time of sale about reg- 
istration and transfer of animal, there 
is later a disagreement as to who 
should pay the necessary fees. We 
know of farmers who purchase pure 
bred cattle at high prices from sup- 
posedly reputable breeders and have 
been waiting from one to three years 
for the transfer papers. If an exten- 
sive survey could be made of the in- 
stances where the breeder or seller 
has failed to make the necessary trans- 
fer of animals, it would be found that 
hundreds of beginners in pure bred 
dairy cattle breeding have been dis- 
appointed, discouraged and in some 
cases disgusted with the whole idea 
of pure bred development just be- 
cause breeders have been careless in 
registering and transferring animals. 

The selling of unsound animals 
without calling the buyer’s attention 
to the defects is another mistake 
made by some breeders. 

The whole business of marketing 
dairy cattle needs standardization. 
We would like to see a full discus-

Latest ‘‘Dope’”’ on Segis Walker Matador 


Just a month ago when a story of 
Segis Walker Matador appeared in 
the World, it was stated that he had 
four more daughters on test, in addi- 
tion to the seven that had already 
made records above 1,000 lbs., and 
that great things were expected of 
these daughters. In the following 
issue we were able to publish a re- 
port of his eighth 1,000-lb. daughter. 
Number nine was reported a week 
later and was followed the next week 
by number ten. The fourth daughter 
of this sire to finish since the story 
appeared has now finished with a 
three-year-old record of 850 Ibs. but-

TUBERCULOSIS DECREASING 


Evidence that tuberculosis testing 
and the slaughter of reacting animals 
is having an important effect on the 
health of cattle generally in_ this 
country is found in the reports of 
tuberculosis found in animals 
slaughtered under Federal inspection. 
In 1917 the average, exclusive of 
reactors, was 2.4 per cent. In 1927, 
after 10 years of testing and killing of 
reacting animals, the proportion 
detected by the meat inspectors had 
been reduced to only 1.1 per cent, 
indicating that in the cattle shipped 
for slaughter there is less than half 
as much tuberculosis as there was 10 
years ago.

Burke Fobes because of the strong 
outcross of Calamity Snow and 
Jemima and Posch breeding in con- 
nection with the infusion of the Orms- 
by-Bess Burke combination. From 
the type of DeCreamco Calamity 
Posch, it is evident that this particu- 
lar combination is a real nick and 
great things are hoped for from the 
further intensification of the Ormsby- 
Bess Burke breeding with these other 
families in the matings now taking 
place at the Detroit Creamery Farms. 
At the time of our visit late in June, 
they had bred a dozen of these heif- 
ers to this young bull and he will 
have a very unusual opportunity as 
the years go along. 


They Know Their Cows 

A continuous testing program is 
carried out on this herd. About a 
dozen of the best prospects are car- 
ried on _ semi-official in Class A, 
milked four times a day, and seven 
of these were recently reported as 
finishing with records averaging 1,080 
Ibs. butter and 25,299.9 Ibs. milk. 
They are now running about sixty 
head in Class B (three-time milking). 


Among the bright stars in the recent 
test string may be mentioned Swastika 
Ona Hope, who made 1,165.9 lbs. but- 
ter, 26,825.4 lbs. milk. The Swastika 
family, by the way, is one of the 
good groups in the herd and will be 
heard from further. M. B. B Fobes, 
a daughter of Marathon Bess Burke 
out of Wisconsin Fobes 6th, was milk- 
ing around 90 Ibs. a day in her third 
month on test. 

In addition to this testing program, 
the entire herd is in cow testing asso- 
ciation work and there are enough 
cows in the herd to require the full 
time of an association tester. So far 
as is known, this is the only herd in 
the world that maintains its own 
testing association under the regular 
Association rules. While it has been 
the practice in this herd to weigh 
every milking and keep a complete 
production record for every cow in 
the herd, the cow testing association 
system insures a systematic use of 
the data thus available. Mr. McWil- 
liams states that the greatest value 
they have found in the work, which 
has been in progress since January 
1, 1927, has been in checking the 
costs of milk production. He cites 
one instance where the tester’s fig- 
ures showed that the cost of one of 
these units was 75 cents a hundred 
lbs. of milk more than in the other 
barns. A check-up showed that they 
were feeding too much in this unit 
in proportion to production and that 
there were a few cows that should 
be sent to the stock yards instead of 
being retained. The correction of 
these conditions saved on a single 
month’s production enough to pay 
the salary of the tester for haif a 
year. . 

The average number of cows in 
milk is 420, and the milk sales from 
this farm run right at five thousand 
quarts a day. About a third of these 
cows are pure bred Holsteins, about 
a half grade Holsteins and the bal- 
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ance yellow cows, including a num- 
ber of choice pure bred Jerseys. 

The Detroit Creamery Farms were 
one of the first certified milk pro- 
ducing institutions to raise their own 
heifers for replacements. A _ high 
standard was maintained and _ the 
heifers from grade Holsteins produc- 
ing over 10,000 lbs. and from the yel- 
low breeds with over 7,000 Ibs. were 
raised, the others being discarded. 
At present, however no more grade 
Holstein heifers are being raised and 
the grade Holstein cows are being 
replaced from the natural increase of 
the pure bred Holstein herd. The en- 
tire herd of over 800 head has now 
passed two clean tests for tuber- 
culosis and we have never been in a 
herd of anywhere near this size that 
gave evidence of so little along the 
line of breeding troubles, udder trou- 
bles, ete. The credit for this for- 
tunate condition is given by Mr. Mc- 
Williams to Dr. L. H. Smith, an 
authority on sterility problems, who 
devotes his full time to care of the 
health of this herd. A health record 
on every individual in the herd is 
maintained and it is regular ‘routine 
to report to him every incipient trou- 
ble of any description and his expert 
treatment cures a large proportion of 
them before they become serious. 
The details of Dr. Smith’s methods 
were the subject of a recent feature 
artitle in the World and we will, ac- 
cordingly, not go into the matter 
further here. 


Feeding Methods 


In view of the excellent herd pro- 
duction and the good condition and 
freedom from breeding troubles and 
other ailments in this herd, the sys- 
tem of feeding will be of especial in- 
terest. The regular dairy ration 
used consists of the following com- 
bination: 

600 lbs. gluten feed 

400 lbs. ground corn or hominy 

300 lbs. ground oats 

400 lbs. bran 

200 lbs. oil meal 

100 lbs. cottonseed meal 

35 Ibs. steamed bone meal 

20 lbs. salt 

This ration runs between 19 and 
20% crude protein and is fed on the 
basis of one lb. of the grain mixture 
to 31%4 lbs. milk for the yellow cows 
and 1 lb. to 4 Ibs. milk for the Hol- 
stein cows. The ration fed the test 
cows is based upon the regular dairy 
ration but is varied slightly accord- 
ing to the individual requirements of 
the cows on test and usually runs 
rather lower in protein content than 
the herd ration listed above. For 
the most of the year, it will run 16.5 
to 17% crude protein after the cows 
are upon full feed. For the first three 
weeks or so of the lactation of the 
cows on test, a smaller amount of 
protein is fed, running about ten per 
cent crude protein. The roughage 
fed the dairy herd consists of about 
12 to 14 lbs. alfalfa hay per cow with 
alsike clover substituted at certain 
seasons for variety. Ensilage is fed 
to the milking herd at the rate of 
about 15 lbs. per 1,000 lbs. live 
weight, which is about half the usual 
standard. During the winter months, 
dried beet pulp is fed, 100 lbs. being 
mixed with 400 lbs. of water and mo- 
lasses, and about 20 Ibs. of soaked 
beet pulp is fed to each cow. The 
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amount of molasses used in this com- 
bination is about 1% gallons to 299 
Ibs. of the dried beet pulp. No fresh 
beets are used. At the time of oyr 
visit late in June, they had recently 
changed from beet pulp to wet brew. ° 
er’s grains delivered fresh daily from 
a local brewery. This was fed in the 
amount of about 20 to 30 lbs. per cow 
and since this change the grain ration 
has been broadened out to about one 
to five. This change in the ration at 
that time had resulted in an jp. 
creased milk production of fifteen 49- 
quart cans a day on approximately 
450 cows and at a reduced feed cost. 
A Substitute for Silage 


As the Detroit Creamery Farms are 
located in the edge of a belt that is 
becoming infested with the corn 
borer, they have been experimenting 
with combinations to take the place 
of silage in the event of a failure of 
the corn crop. The following com- 
bination gave the best results: A 
mixture was made of one part of 
dried beet pulp, one part brewer's 
grains, one part ground oats and to 
each 100 lbs. of this mixture ten Ibs. 
of barley malt is added. To each 
pound of this dry mixture, three lbs, 
of water, heated to a temperature of 
170 degrees Fahrenheit, is added and 
allowed to stand two hours. Then 
the mixture is cooked with steam for 
two hours to stop the action of the 
malt. The mixture is then allowed 
to stand until the next day, each 
day’s mixture being fed the following 
day. This wet mixture is fed at the 
rate of one pound to each 1% Ibs. 
milk along with a dry grain ration 
at the rate of 1 lb. to 7 lbs. milk, 
with about the same quantity of hay 
or slightly more than customarily 
used with the regular rations. This 
substitute for silage was demonstrat- 
ed for a period of over a year and a 
half on one hundred cows with the 
result that the milk supply remained 
constant in comparison with the reg- 
ular silage ration and the cost figures 
slightly cheaper than with silage. 

It is the practice of this herd to 
turn the dry cows out to pasture, but 
the milking herd is entirely barn-fed. 
The milking cows, however, are 
allowed to run out in paddocks every 
day. During the hot weather they 
are out all night and during the cool- 
er weather they get their exercise in 
the morning. During the winter sea- 
son they are turned out for exercise 
an hour or so a day in all except the 
most stormy weather. 


Another interesting feeding experi- 
ment being carried on here in con- 
junction with the Michigan Experi- 
ment Station is in the growing of 
calves on skimmilk powder, starting 
as young as two weeks of age. The 
experiment is being conducted with 
grade calves of several breeds and 
accurate records of gains in weight 
costs, ete, are being kept. These 
calves are ‘making satisfactory 
growth, gaining about 2 Ibs. a day in 
weight, although their coats are not 
as smooth as the calves that are 
started over a longer period of feed- 
ing on whole milk. The skimmilk- 
fed calves eat over twice as much 
grain, however, as the calves on 
whole milk. This experiment has not 
yet been carried along far enough to 
warrant any definite conclusions.

that the kind of a place a bull is kept 
in has a lot to do with his tempera- 
ment; that some bulls are vicious be- 
cause they are kept in vicious places. 


County agents and _ progressive 
dairymen could well give attention 
to promoting, by demonstration, bet- 
ter bull pens and exercise yards. 
Some county agents are already do- 
ing this. This of itself will save a 
lot of good bulls from the butcher. 
Association Work Stimulated Herd 

Test Plan 

It is our firm conviction that dairy 
lerd improvement association work 
has been a potent factor in persuad- 
ing the Ayrshire and Holstein breed 
associations to adopt the herd test 
plan. The average production of 
grale cows in associations has grad- 
ually approached that of pure bred 
cows to the extent that the small dif- 
ference has caused breeders of pure 
bred cattle no little concern. We 
hope that the Guernsey, Jersey, and 
Brown Swiss associations will follow 
the action taken by the Ayrshire and 
Holstein associations. 

How Swedish Dairymen Learn More 
about Bulls 

The original purpose of cow testing 
association work in Sweden was to 
give farmers advice on the right way 
of feeding and to show the difference 
in the way individual cows would util- 
ize thefeed. Gradually the records be- 
came more important in the breeding 
program until today they are the basis 
for the whole breeding program and 
for awarding prizes at shows. 

In Sweden, no bull can be sold for 
breeding purposes at any Official sale 
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or awarded government prizes unless 
he has back of him complete produc- 
tion records for all females in his 
ancestry for three generations. 

The minimum age for the registra- 
tion of a female in the pure bred 
herd register is three years. She 
must have produced a minimum of 
242.5 lbs. fat for each of two consec- 
utive years or for a three-year aver- 
age. 

If the breeders of pure bred bulls 
do not put production records back 
of such bulls and if they continue to 
record all bulls regardless of the pro- 
duction oi their female ancestors, it 
seems not out of place to suggest 
that members of dairy herd improve- 
ment associations, for their own pro- 
tection, do some bull testing of their 
own. 

Plan Not New 

The plan we are here suggesting 
of having the records assembled by 
the county agent on a county basis, 
while new in this country, is not orig- 
inal with us. In Sweden, counties 
having 30 or more associations em- 
ploy a college trained man to super- 
vise the testing and the proper and 
full utilization of the records. Where 
there are less than that number of 
associations in a county the supervi- 
sion is carried out by the county ad- 
visor in dairying, a man who serves 
in much the same capacity as does 
the county agent in this country. 

Conclusions 

In conclusion, I think I have shown 
clearly the need for knowing more 
about the bulls we are using in our 
association herds; I have suggested a 
way whereby this information may be 
obtained. Let us summarize the ben- 
efits that might reasonably be ex- 
pected. 

1. It would create greater interest 
in herd improvement by breeding. 

2. It would retire from service the 
unfit sires as well as perpetuate the 
use of the good ones. 

3. It would stimulate the breeders 
of pure bred bulls to consider per- 
formance as well as pedigree in per- 
petuating and improving the dairy 
breeds. 

4. It would provide an agency for 
the exchange of proven sires. 

5. It would create greater interest 
in better bull pens and exercise yards. 


6. It might persuade county breed 
associations to consider the adoption 
and practice of a constructive pro- 
gram. 

I feel that several counties in Wis- 
consin need to take this step, they 
are in position to do so. Who will 
be the first to give it a trial? Mr. 
Burchard has assured me that the 
Wisconsin Dairymen’s’ Association 
will give every assistance possible. 





SCRUB BULL ELIMINATION CON- 
TEST 


The New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association Does a Fine Job

The directors of the New York Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, Inec., in 
their meeting at Rochester recently 
adopted rules and regulations for a 
state wide plan to eliminate some 
serub bulls. 


March 24, 1928 


Scrub Bull Elimination Contest 

1. Contestants. Any county or dis- 
trict Holstein-Friesian Club is elj- 
gible for this contest. 
2. Units of work. The working units 
of the contest shall be townships 
within the county or district club. 


> 


3. Entrance Conditions. 

(a) Each county or district club 
may enter as many units (townships) 
as it wishes. 

(b) Census. A township entry must 
be accompanied by a census signed 
by the County Agent and the presi- 
dent of the county club making the 
entry, which will show the number of 
registered and unregistered bulls of 
all dairy breeds in the township at 
the date of entry, and the name and 
address of each herd owner in the 
township. A second census must be 
made as of the date December 31, 
1928. 


(c) The entries and the results of 
each census at the beginning and end 
of the contest shall be filed with the 
Secretary of the New York State 
Holstein-Friesian Association. (W. D. 
Robens, Poland, N. Y.) 


(d) The entrance fee shall be $10 
for each township entered by a club. 
This fee shall be paid by the club at 
the time of making the entry to the 
Secretary of the New York State 
Holstein-Friesian Association. The 
Secretary shall keep these monies 
separate from other funds of the 
New York State Holstein-Friesian 
Association and add it to the money 
appropriated by the association for 
the scrub bull elimination work. 

(e) Entry blanks will be furnished 
by the Secretary of the New York 
State Holstein-Friesian Association. 

(f) Entries close June 30, 1928. 


Prizes 


1. One Hundred Per Cent Prizes. 


Every county or district Holstein- 
Friesian Club shall receive $20 for 
each township in its district, the 
herds of which (a) are not headed 
100% with registered bulls as shown 
by its census at the time of making 
the entry, the herds of which (b) are 
headed 100% with pure bred bulls as 
shown by the second census of that 
township taken December 31, 1928. 


2. Contest Prizes. The contest 
prizes shall be first, $100; second 
$75; third, $50; fourth, $35; fifth, 
$25; sixth, $15. 

Contest Rules 

1. Serub bulls to be counted as 
eliminated must be killed or cas- 
trated. In this contest any unregis- 
tered bull is considered a scrub. 


2. Each scrub bull eliminated shall 
count 5 points for its township. 

3. Each township shall be credited 
an additional 5 points for each regis- 
tered bull purchased to go into that 
township when his services are to be 
used to replace the services of scrub 
bulls eliminated as a result of this 
contest. 


4. Each township shall be credited 
an additional 2 points for each re- 
placement registered bull purchased 
from a New York State breeder. 

5. Each township shall be credited 
an additional 1 point for each re- 
placement bull purchased from any 
township within the same county or 
district club.

Judges 


The judges of the contest shall be 
the members of the Scrub Bull Elimi- 
nation Committee of the New York 
State Holstein-Friesian Association. 

Awards 

The prizes shall be awarded at the 
annual meeting of the New York 
State Holstein-Friesian Association 
in January, 1929. 

Contest Officers 

This contest shall be carried out by 
the Secretary of the New York State 
Holstein-Friesian Association, with 
the help of the other officers of the 
association, the aid and approval of 
the County Farm Bureaus, the dairy 
improvement associations and the 
members of the Scrub Bull Elimina- 
tion Committee. The costs of the 
contest shall be paid from the appro- 
priation made to the Scrub Bull Eli- 
mination Committee for that purpose 
in the calendar year 1928. 

President Charles H. Baldwin de- 
serves the credit for proposing this 
idea. Mr. Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
Mr. R. H. Hewitt, Mr. C. H. Baldwin, 
Mr. G. W. Tailby, Jr., Mr. Jay Coryell 
and the writer drew up the plan of 
the contest at a meeting Farm and 
Home Week. 

This plan has the approval of all 
the farm bureaus of the State and the 
dairy improvement association. It 
should go over in a large way. 

The directors of the New York 
State Holstein-Friesian Association 
at their meeting stressed the impor- 
tance of urging Holstein breeders to 
be careful to sell only bulls for herd 
sires that give promise of breeding 
for production.
